*5 p. m.—The efforts to save the crew of the 
Bienvenu have resulted in serious loss of 
life. The Hythe lifeboat, which finally got 
afloat after over a dozen fruitless efforts, has 
been capsized while trying for the honor of 
reaching the shipwrecked crew of the Bien- 
venu. Several of thelife-savers have been 
drawned. The exact details of the disaster 
have not yet reached here. There are seven- 
ty-one men still in danger in the rigging ofthe 


Bienvenu. Every effort is being made 
by the Dover and Sandgate iife- 
boats to rescue them, but up to 
this hour the Bienvenu has not been 


reached, and the lifeboat men are almost ex- 
hausted with their many hours struggie with 
the elements. From the inland districts come 
reports that the floods are increasing rapidly, 
and on all sides are the telegraph poles and 
wires again blown down and useless for the 
time being. Inthis city andin other towns 
the wind {fs howling with weird intensity and 
devilish force. Chimneys and signs have 
been Dlown into the streets, causing a num- 
ber of accidents and creating a feeling of 
dread among those who are compelled to 
pass through the street. Umbrellas can 
hardly be carried and hats are sent scurrying 
about the streets. Riding on omnipuses or 
in hansoms is becoming dangerous and fur- 
ther excessive damage to. property is re- 
ported from the country districts. 


THE SPANISH FLOODS. 
SCENES OF HORROR DEPICTED IN THE INUN- 
DATED DISTRICT. 

MADRID, Nov. 11.—Itis now becoming pos- 
sible to witness tosome extent the great de- 
vastation that has been caused by the tre- 
mendous floods which have swept over so 
many parts of Spain during the past month 
orso. Beginning with the terrible disaster 
at Consuegra, when that place was prac- 
tically swept from the face of the earth, and 


where the lossof life mounted up into the 
thousands, the country has been subjected 
to a series of floods which are withont paral- 
lel in the history of Spain. It is believed that 
the total loss of life will never be accurately 
known, but ft is to be hoped tnat the country 
will never again be visited by such a series of 
disasters as ve marked the year 1891. 

From many places the joyfui intelligence is 
telegraphed that the waters are subsiding 
and that the rivers are seeking their natural 
channels. But the scenes in the country 
visited by the floods are distressing. The 
fields that before the inundation smiied with 
the promise of abundant harvests are now 
biack and desolate. Many farms lying on the 
lower ground are covered with broken trees. 
matted branches, stones and rubbish of 
every descriptions deposited there by the 
receding waters. 

Ascene of the greatest devastation pre- 
sents itself in the valley of the Jucar River. 
This river rises in the Sierra Albarracin and 
flows into the Mediterranean at Cullera. Itis 
about 200 mileslong. Along the banks the 
land is fertile, and large sections of the coun- 
try in its vicinity were devoted tothe cultiva- 
tion of oranges. To-day the well-tilled groves 
and fertile farms are wrecked. The deep, 
rushing waters swept furiously through 
the orange groves, tearing the 
branches filled with the green 
and the ripened fruit from the 
trees and otherwise damaging them. In fact 
it will be a matter for rejoicing among the 
orange growers ifthey can get half a crop 
from the trees which are left standing. The 
other crops on the farms, such as rye, hbar- 
ley, etc., arecompleteiy destroyed. Thein- 
habitants of the valley,having been deprived 
of their usual means of subsistence, are 
plunged into the most dire distress. These is

The only hope of saving the few men who are 
still clinging to the rigging, rests in the life- 
boat which the surfhas so frequently driven 
back. Further attempts will be made to 
launch her by hauling her through the surf 
out to a Duoy some ways down the coast. 
LaATER.—The Hythe lifeboat has succeeded 
in getting through the surf and is making a 
desperate struggle to rescue the men remain- 
ing in the rigging of the Bienvenu. The life- 
boat, however, is making but slow progress, 
and the prospects of rescuing the ship- 
wrecked men are very slim.

Rio Grande Do Sul Followed by Para, 
Bahia and Pernambuco. 


FIGHTING REPORTED IN THE STREETS 
OF PORTO ALEGRE. 


Da Fonseca Preparing to Send an Army to 
Suppress the Rebellion—Newspapers 
Opposed to the New Orderof Things 
Suppressed at Riode Janeiro—Brazil 
May Never Again Unite Under One 
Flag. 


Lowpown, Nov.11.—There has still been no of- 
ficial contradiction from Brazil of the reports 
cabled here from that country to. the 
effect that two or more prov- 
inces of that country, certainly the 
province of Rio Grande do Sul and possibiy 
those of Pernambuco, Para and Bahia, have 
seceded. Ofcourse with the telegraph and 
cable offices under control of the Dictator and 
with the strict censorship established over 
even the most ordinary messages it is a diffi- 
cult matter to get the real facts. 

The reports, for instance, say the inde- 
pendent provinces, or rather those which 
heve declared their independence of the Dic- 
tatorship, are Rio Grande Do 8ul, Pernam- 
buco and Para; others add Bahia and omit 
Pernambuco; but the fact remains that in

province of Panama on the north, touching 
the Atlantic on the eastand bounded on the 
west and south by the Argentine. This is 
the agricultural province par excellence of 
Brazil. Itsupports & population of 600,000, 
embracing many Europeans’, There are very 
few Indians in Rio Grande do Sul, It is prob-

Its progress in the past ten years 
has been rapid, Porto Alegre is the capital. 
Rio Grande do Sul is the chief city and has 
40,000 inhabitants, with considerable trade 
and various manufactures. A railway con- 
nects the city with the interfor and th the 
capital of the republic. Tite city lies at the 
southern outlet of the Lagos dos Patos, which 
was ware supposed by the early Portu- 
guese explorers to be the Outlet of a great 
river. A bar at the mouth, which in 1 ad- 
mitted vessels of only ten feet draught, has 
beer so improved by the Government as to 
admit the passage of the largest vessels. 

Rio Grande do Sul was for a long time the 
chief town of the captaincy of E Rei, which 
included both the heey province of Rio 
Grande do Suland that of Santa Catharina. 
It was first founded asa captaincy of Portu- 
guese troops in 1737 on the south side of the 


Rio Grande. The settlement was removed 
to its present site by Gomes 
Freire d’ Andrade in 174%. The 


Spaniards occupied this part of the country 
from 1763 to 1776. In 1807 the two districts of 
Sao Pedro and Santa Uatharina were united 
and erected into a province,with Sao Jose de 
Porto Alegre for its chief town, and, though 
Rio Grande was declared a city in 1809, Porto 
Alegre retained its position even after the 
separation into two comarcag in 1812. In 1872 
there were 36,458 foreigners in the province to 
830,564 free-born Brazilians and 67,791 slaves, 
and by 1882 it was estimated that the German 
population alone amounted to 102,000, while 
the Italians, who beganto emigrate in 1875, 
were approaching 310,00. The success of the 
German and italian te is one of the 
most important elements in the development 
of Brazil.

Para is one of the largest provinces 
of Brazil, It Mes along the great Amazon 
River, in the extreme northern part of the 
country, and is bounded on the north by the 
Atlantic and south by the Province of Matto 
Grosso.

The 
dictator, Deodoro Da Fonseca, has, it ap- 
pears, made exceptions to this rulein favor 
ofthe Journal de Comercio, the Novedas and 
the Correi, which have announced them- 
selves in favor of his policy and which sup- 
ported him editorially and otherwise. This 
step has not tended to allay the feeling of 
disconte™g prevailing at Rio Janeiro and 
elsewhere in Brazil, and the rumors which 
have reached here this morning seemto in- 
dicate that important movements or con- 
centrations of troops are in progress and 
that the dictator has determined to take the 
most rigorous measures to suppress the 
movement in opposition to his power. So 
far also there has been no denial ofthe re- 
port that there has been more or less serious 
fighting, probably in the Province of Rio 
Grande do Sul. 

Explicit details as to the state of affairs in 
Brazilare anxiously awaited here, where so 
many financiers and merchants have im- 
portant Brazilian interests. The supporters 
of the Dictator are Known to be urging him 
to remain in power inspite of any combina- 
tion which may be formed against him, and 
to use every man in the army and navy to 
make his govérnment respected throughout 
Brazil. 

Cablegrams from Buenos Ayres last night 
Geciared that fighting had already taken 
place in Porto Alegre, the capital of Rio 
Grande do Sul. There is no doubt now that 


the spirit of secession is abroad in Brazil. It 
is probable that the old empire 
may never again be reunited as one 


republic, but divided into many governments.

The rela- 
tions existing between land owners 
and peasants are so etrained that 


Tenants defy the 
landlords to evict them, even under an order 
of law, and menace the landowners with 
threats to burn their granaries and resi- 
dences.

River Convention metatthe Board of Trade 
building yesterday morning and was called 
to order by Hon. James A. Jones.

He was chosen permanent 
chairman and Geo. R. Brown was elected 
secretary.

SECRETARY FOSTER’S LETTER TOUCHING 
THE SILVER ACT OF 1890. 


Benefite Derived From It—Has Helped to 
Furnish a Sound Currency—How Leg!s- 
lation Has Affected the Relative Val- 
ues of Gold and Silwer—Papers Dis- 


cussed. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Nov. 11.—Bankers and 
financiers generally from all sections of the 
country convened this morning in Greenwald 
Hall. The* seventeenth annual Convention 
of the American Bankers’ Association was 
called to order by Hon. Morton McMichael, 
Jr., Of the First National Bank of Philadel- 
phia. Unusual efforts had been put forward 
to secure a full attendance, and it had been 
given out that the convention would be called 
upon to consider important propositions on 
the silver question, and also to take some 
action towards inaugurating a movement for 
the substitution of bank currency for govern- 
ment issue. On these two questions the 
bankers desire to be thoroughly informed as 
to the real feeling of the financial men 
of the country. The proceedings were 
formally opened by prayer, after whichan 
address of welcome was delivered by United 
States Senator E. D.. White. President Mc- 
Michael then delivered the annual address, 
which was followed,by the reports of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee and officers. A paper on 
‘*Recent Railroad Legislation and Its Effects 
Upon the Finances of the United States’’ was 
presented by Prof. Arthur T. Hadley of Yale 
College. Aftera brief discussion George 8. 
Coe, President of the American Exchange 
Nativunal Bank of New York, inaugurated a 
debate upon ‘‘The Bank System and the 
Currency of the Future.’’ Wm. B. Greene, 
Secretary of the association, presented a 
paper strongly ad vocating the plan proposed 
at the Cincinnati convention in 1888, to 
establish a fund for standing awards for 
criminals. who have committed crimes 
against the banking community. It is prob- 
able the plan will be approved and carried 
out. 

Atthis pointin the proceedings the Presi- 
dent announced the reception of a letter from 
Secretary of the Treasury Foster on the 
silver law, which was read to the convention. 
It is as follows: 

FOSTER’S LETTER. 


WASHINGTON, LD. C., Now. 6, 1891. 

GENTLEMEN—In response to the request contained 
in your communication of the 19th ult., that I pre- 

are a letter upon the operation of the act of July 
14, 1890, to be read before the annual convention of 
bankers, I have the honor to submit the pe phn | 

The essential provisions of the law of July 14, 
1890, are these: 

1. Monthly purchase by the Government of 4,500,- 
000 ounces of silver at the market price. 

2. Payment tobe madein anew form of paper 
money denominated Treasury notes. 

3. The notes to bea full legal tender for all debts 

yblic and private, and tobe held by any national 

ank association as part ofits 'awfulreserve. 

4. It isdeclared to be the policy of the United 
Statesto waintainthe two metais ona parity with 
each other at the present legal ratio, or such ratio as 
may be provided by law. 

5. Two million ounces of silver shall be coined 
monthly into silver dollars until July 1. 1891. 

6. After July 1, 1891, the compulsory coinage of 
Silver dollars ceases; only such dollars need be 
coined as are necessary for the redemption of Treas- 
ury notes. 

7. The provision of the act of Feb. 28, 1878, re- 

ulring the monthly purchase and coinage into silver 
ye of not less than $2,000, nor more than 
$4,000,000 worth of bullion, is repealed. 

& The moneys on deposit with the Treasury for 
the redemption of national bank notes are covered 
into the Treasury, and retired bank notes are to be 
redeemed from current cash. ‘ihe amount of silver 
bullion purchased with Treasury notes under the 

rovisions of the new law, from Aug. 13, 1890, to 
Nov. 1, 1891, has aggregated 66,588,536 fine ounces, 
costing $65,626,565, an average cost of $1.03 per 
fine ounce, 

From this 27,848,475 dollars have been coined and 
the remainder is stored in the shape of fine bars in 
the vaults of the mints asa reserve against the Treas- 
ury notes Outstanding. 

W hile the new silver law provides for the purchase 
of nearly two anda half times the amount of silver 
required by the act of 1878, the compulsory coinage 
and issue of 2,000.000 silver dollars monthly and of 
silver certiticates (representing such dollars) is done 
away with. Inlieu of such dotlars United States 
notes of full debt-paying power, redeemable in gold 
orsilvercoin atthe option of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and having behind them practically a gola 
—* worth of silver bullion, have been substi- 

uted, 

‘The new law provides for an annual increase of our 
currency, approximating $50,000,000, or deducting 
the average retirement of national bank notes in 
recent vears, an annual addition to our circulating 
medium of $24,000,000. 

While it is true that the amount of money in circu - 
lation in this country at the present time is greater 
than at any previous period in our history, and more 
per capita than in ont of the leading commercial 
nations of the world, with the single excep- 
tion of France, I am of the opinion that 
Owing to our rapid growth in population 
and wealth ang the extraordinary development in 
all kinds of Dusiness a yearly increase in our 
circulating medium, somewhat proportionate to our 

rowth in Pepeteton. is imperatively demanded. 
The issue of Treasury notes under this contract af- 
fords such an increase of a perfectly convenient and 
sound currency, based dollar for dollar upon the cost 
vaiue of silver bullion, redeemable in demand in 
gold coin, and with the pledge of the Government to 
maintain it at par. 

That this addition to onr circulation has proved 
beneticial was forcibly exhibited during the 
spring and summer of the prese 
year, when, through the necessiti 
of Europe, gold was withdrawn from this country in 
large quantities, a gregating. in a brief period of 
five months, over € 2, ‘ » But for the substi- 
tute provided fordomestic trade in the form of 
Treasury notes,issued by the Government in the pur- 
chase ofsilver bullion, it is probable that this country 
would not have been able to stand this enormous 
drain of goid without producing a stringency inthe 
money market and serious business disturbance. 

Another object of the act of July 14, 1890, waste 
Ate a’ + home market forthe silver product of the 

Jnited States by requiring the purchase of a quantity 
=e approximating the monthly product of our 
mines. 

That this large absorption of silver by the govern- 
ment for currency purposes would cause a rapid en- 
hancement in the value of silver was very generally 
believed. Indeed, it was nagen that the 
increase in the value 0 silver un- 
der the operations of this law would 
be so great and of so permanenta nature that a 
point would soon be reached when wecouid with 
safety eee our mints to the free coinage of siiver. 
Under the operations of this law silver advanced 
from 96 cents per fine ounce onthe lst of January, 
1890, to $1.21 on Aug, 19, 1890. 

That it has again scpregrenes in price is owing in 
part to the fact that because of the liberal policy 
exercised bythe Treasury, as required by law, in 
the purchase of silver, both asto the quantity pur- 
chased and the price paid, large amounts of foreign 
silver were attracted to this market. 

Other causes, which I cannot enlarge upon, have 
Operated to produse this result, prominent among 
which is the large falling off in the shipments of sii- 
ver to India and China. The shipmeuts of silver 
from Londou to India during the first nine moaths 
of the preeens calendar year show a reduction of 
over $17,000,000 as compared with the same period 
of the prior year, while the shipments of silver to 
China show even a greater decrease. 

It is claimed by those conversant with the product 
and movement of silver, that when the visible stock 
upon our market is disposed of, the monthly ab- 
sorption of 4,500,000 ounces of silver by this Gov- 
ernment will have the tendency to effectually ana 
permanently steady the price of that metal. 

If the remonitization of silver, as full legal tender 
money is ever to be accomplished, it can only be 
done by the action of nations of sufticient commer- 
cialimportance to maintain some fixed ratio in 
coinage between the two metals. 

The new silver act is animportant step in that di- 
rection: 1. Because the compulsory coinage and is- 
sue of silver dollars of less intrinsic value than their 
nominal value is repealed; 2. Because it provides 
for a much larger absorption of silver by the country 
than heretofore for currency urposes; and, e- 
cause the new law declares that it is the established 
policy of the United States to maintain 
the two metais at a poy with each other. 
{t seems to me that the act under consideration isa 
decided smprevensene upon the wrovisions of the act 
of 1878, which it repeals, in that it furnishes a 
sound currency to meét the growing wants of our 
country and has a tendency to reduce the difference 
in value between the two metals and thus help re- 
store the equilibrium so much desired. Very re-

In the election of a President of the 
School Board last night, the platform of 
aggressive reform on which the eleven new 
members were elected was apparently 
‘‘smashed into smithereens’’ by the action 
of three of them. 

By standing together the eleven @ew 
members could have controlled the or- 
ganization and carried on the work of re- 
form, the expulsion of jobbers in school 
contract&, and the unseating, of members 
whose legal disqualification is notorious. 

But WAIT, BROCKMAN and COLLINS de- 
serted the reform crowd, went over to ‘‘de 
push,’’ which was present in force, and 
under the guidance of the Mayor’s Assist- 
ant City Counselor, who illegally holdsa 
seat in the board, voted with. O’CONNELL 
and CUDMORE to elect BARTHOLDT. 

FissE, HuTTIG, HICKMAN, HOLTHAUS, 
HEQUEMBOURG, BLAIR, MCCLAIN and 
SPINNING were left in a minority and 
notified by actions which speak louder 
than words that they are to remainina 
minority so long as the alliance of WAIT, 
BROCKMAN and COLLINS with CUDMORE, 
O’CONNELL and the rest of the old ‘‘com- 
bine’’ continues. 

If that alliance does not mean the white- 
washing of O’CONNELL and CUDMORE and 
the covering up of the old board’s tracks 
with reference to real estate deals, contract 
frauds and election crookedness, the pub- 
lic will be most agreeably surprised.

A MASTERLY EFFORT. 
President MILLER’s farewell address upon 
the demise of the late School Board sur- 
prised his most ardent admirers. He de- 
veloped arich vein of humor hitherto un- 
suspected which, combined with remarka- 
ble cleverness in suggesting things unsaid, 
makes ita refreshing and delightfully en- 
tertaining addition to the literature of 
public office. 

The stupidest citizen can recognize in 
Mr. MILLER’S felicitations of the retiring 
school directors upon the success of their 
labors the sly congratulatory wink for the 
beautiful wiy in which fruitful ‘‘deals’’ 
and ‘‘rackets’’ have been worked to the 
great advantage of some of their members. 

Even more delighgful in breezy humor 
than the assumption of the Republican 
party that the abundant harvests of the 
present year are due to the McKinley bill 
was the President’s claim that the 9,808 
new pupils in the public schools were the 
results of the efforts of the board. 

Mr. MILLER’s reference to the comple- 
tion of preparations for building of the 
High School was particularly amusing in 
view of the report of the Ways and Means 
Committee submitted just previous to his 
speech that the sum of $6,455 had been 
taken out of the High School fund,‘in ad- 
dition to the large sums previously ab- 
stracted, to pay for heating apparatus, as 
the fund utilized for that purpose had been 
exhausted. 

Another part of the speech which was 
intensely laughable was that in which the 
board was commended for the creation of 
the office of Auditor. It was a happy hit 
on a happy thought of the late board, and 
the admission of the President that the 
Auditor was permitted to make sufficient 
correction in the bills to save his own 
salary, to actually keep out of the hands of 
the boodlers the sum of $2,750, must have 
been heartily enjoyed by his associates. 
Then the references to the ‘‘funds derived 
from the sale of property,’’ the causing of 
‘expense in the work of the Building Com- 
mittee,’’ and other significant remarks 
were exceedingly clever. 

If there is anything more delicious in 
humorous oratory than the retiring Presi- 
dent’s warning of the new members that 
they will be abused, misrepresented and 
misunderstood and that ‘ ‘false accusations 
will be made and to those who do not 
know you will be apparently proved,’’ 
we have not found it. It is unnecessary 
to call attention to the exquisite humor of 
the suggestion that one must ‘‘know’’ a 
public official before accepting proof of his 
guilt. 

it seems an attempt to ‘‘paint the lily 
and gild refined gold’’ to offer a sugges- 
tion of improvement in this masterly ef- 
fort, but perhaps a rounder perfection 
would have been given it by a tearful ex- 
pression of regret in behalf of the people of 
St. Louis that the public schools have 
been relieved of the costly burden of this 
ring-ridden old board.

QUIT AT NOON 


Engineers and Firemen on the Belt 
Line on a Strike. 


They Go Out in a Quiet and Orderly 
Manner. 


AN IMPORTANT CONFERENCE TO-DAY 
WHICH PROMISES A SETTLEMENT. 


Chiefs Arthur and Sargent Meet the Belt 
Line Officials Behind Closed Doors— 
Reinstatement of Discharged Brother: 

. hood Men Insisted Upon—A Compro- 
mise Likely at a Second Meeting in 
East St. Louis To-Night. 


When Manager Charles H. Sharman of the 
Belt Line Railroad and Wiggins Ferry Co. ar- 
rived at his office this morning he found 
awaiting him the following official communi- 
cation: 

ST. LOUIS, Nov. 11, 1891. 
Charies H. Sharman, Munager Belt Line Railway, 

No, 24 North Third street: . 

DEAR Sik—It becomes our duty to notify you that 
the engineers and firemenin your employ will quit 
work at 12 o’clock to-day unless you accept the 
proposition we submitted to reinstate the men dis- 
charged for put tingin theirtime checks in accerd- 
ance with instructions received from us. 

We regret the hecessity of taking this step, butin 
justice to our nen we could notdo otherwise. Most 
respectfully yours, F. E. SARGENT, 
Grand Master Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen. 

P.M. ARTHUR, 
Grand Chief Engineer of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers. 

At the Laclede Hotel Grand ‘ hief Engineer 
Arthur and Grand Master Sargent sat in con- 
ference over the opening of the Belt Line 
strike. The final notification to Manager 
Sharman as above had been drawn up by 
them at¥o’clock and at 9:30a district mes- 
senger boy left the Laclede with the letter in 
his hand and hurried to the office of the Belt 
Line Manager. A few minutes later he re.- 
turned with the letter stillin bis possession, 

‘*‘Mr. Sharman will not be at Ris office until 
11 o’clock,’’ he announced. 

‘*Very well,’’ replied Chief Arthur, ‘‘you 
return hereat 11 o’clock and take theletter 
to his office again.’’ 

The official communication from the chiefs 
of the locomotive engineers’ and firemen’s 
brotherhoods was accordingly left at Man 
ager Sharman’s office atthat hour, and the 
preliminary stepin the Belt Line strike had 
been taken. 

HOW THEY EXPECT TO WIN. 

‘*The written notification ofthe strike,’’ 
said Chief Arthur to a Post-DiIsPpaTcu re- 
porter,‘‘is purely formal,and is made only as 
a matter of courtesy. We donot expect any 
reply from Mr. Sharman which will obviate 
the necessity fora strike.’’ 

Then the chief of the Engineers’ 
hood, aftera short talk with Grand Master 
Sargent ofthe firemen, gave to the Post- 
DISPATCH reporter present atthe conference 
the official details of the plans of the strikers 
by which the two brotherhoods expect to 
win in their struggle with the Belt Line. 

**We regret that the strike is necessary,’’ 
said Chief Arthur, ‘‘but that. it is forced upon 
us I will prove to you later. Now, as to what 
we propose to do, I will state that the strike 
will be conducted In all fairness and quiet- 
ness, and that no methods wiil be employed 
to gain our point save those thatcan be le- 
gitimately used. 

‘Our ‘men will strike promptly at 12 
o’clock. We have also notified § those 
engineers and firemen employed on the Belt 
Line who are not brotherhood men, that if 
they see fit to go out with our men the 
brotherhood will do for them exactly what 
it does for its own members—that is, pay 
their expenses and see that they do not suffer 
by the strike. This offer will,it is likely, 
cause some of those men to join in the strike 
in sympathy with the brotherhood, and It is 
probable that between fifty and sixty men 
will finally be included among those who 
quit work to-day. There are about five men 
in the Belt Line employ, however, who for 
certain reasons will not goout. No attempt 
will be made to force them out, nor will there 
be any opposition to the employment of other 
men by the Belt Line to fill the places of our 
Strikers. Mr. Sharman has, lunderstand, 
been employing outside men for some days 
Res in preparation for this strike, and it is 
ikely that the places of the strikers will be 
With that

promptly filled this afternoon. 
we have notliing to do. 

**But, with the official declaration of the 
Strike now made, it becomes the duty of 
every brotherhood enzineerand fireman on 
allother roads, who know the brotherhood 
rules, to assist their striking brothers. This 
means that such engineers wilil refuse to re- 
ceive freight from or deliver freight to the 
Belt Line Railroad, which the strike is on. Is 
this a boycott of the Belt Line? Well, yes, I 
suppose it could be called a boycott, but it is 
certainly one of the strike rules of the broth- 
erhood. It will be enforced inthis instance 
and will go into effect simultaneously with 
the beginning of the strike to-day. 

NO BLOCKADE NECESSARY. 

‘*There should be no danger of a freight 
blockade or of any serious interruption of 
business by this action. There are two 
bridges crossing to St. Louls from the Kast 
side, and it stands to reason they will cer- 
tainly doallthey can to handle tis freight 
thus diverted from the Belt Line. ‘The 
bridge engineers and firemen are, by their 
brotherhood membership, bound to do all 
in their power to help win the strike, and the 
successful handling of freight diverted from 
the Belt Line wiil be one of the surest ways to 
accomplish thatend. When we prove that 
the two bridges can handle the business from 
the East Side without blockade or delay then 
there will be 60 far as business 
is concerned no cause to know 
that a strike is on against the 
Belt Line. The only result of the strike will 
be that the freight formerly delivered toor 
received from the Belt Line will come and go 
over the bridges instead. How long the Belt 
Line will stand this inevitable outcome of the 
strike is aquestionl!I cannot answer. The 
Belt Line management and stockholders 
alone can decide that point. 

**I do not hold Mr. Scullin responsible for 
the strike. In ali questions that have arisen 
he has invariably left their decision to Mana- 
ger Sharman, and this latter has showna 
stubborn disposition that refuses to yield a 
ge oreven to accept concessions from us. 

ir. Sharman’s action is discharging the en- 
gineers and firemenin the time-check con- 
troversy without first referring the matter 
to Mr, Sargent and myself was certainly un- 
fair. The men were simply obeying our in- 
structions, ahd those instructions were inh 
strict accord with the written agreement we 
bad made with Mr. Sharman some time be- 
fore. That agreement called for eleven 
hours’ work per day,the hours being Specified 
from 7 to 6 o’tlock, with one hour for dinner, 
and without any basisior his position, Mr. 
Sharman afterwards claimed that the eleven 
hours day was from7to?7 o’clock with an 
hour for dinner, and he discharged the men 
for refusing to accept his ruling. Now, as 
the other parties to that a reement, surely 
Mr. naent and myself should have been 
consuilted by Mr. Sharman before the men 
were discharged.

AN IMPORTANT CONFERENCE. 

Contrary to Chief Arthur’s expectation, 
however, the joint letter to Manager Simr- 
man of the Belt Line provoked an answer. 
The answer was in the shape of arequest for 
a conference ,at the manazer’s office, and 
shortly before 12 o’clock Chief Arthur and 
Sargent repaired to the offices of the Belt 
Line Railway at No. 2 North Third 
street. There, for over an _ hour, 
they were closeted with President Scullin, 
Manager Sharman, General Freight Agent 
W. S. Hodges and other officials of the Beit 
Line RailWay. The conference was held in 
Manager Sharman’s private Office behind 
clored doors, and its result was to bring the 
controversy down to an issue, which in turn 
may be settled at a second conference to be 
held this evening. . 

The two chiefs of the Brotherhoods of En- 

ineers and Firemen, with the knowledge 

hat while the conference was in progress at 
that moment, the strike was being put info 
effect on the East. side under the 
orders already issued, were rather 
firm and unyielding in their attitude, 
They took the position that the brotherhoods 
had done all in their power toavert any 
necessity fora strike, that they had practi. 
cally offered to concede every point 
claimed by the Belt Line Railway, 
insisting only upon the re-instaiment 
ofthe brotuerhood men who had been dls- 
charged for acting in accord with the in- 
structions of Arthur and sargent, and that 
this one imperative step had been refused by 
the rallway. both Sargent and Arthur in- 
sisted that upon no otherterms could they 
cometo an agreement by whichthe strike 
might be terminated, for the reason that the 
discharged brotherhood men had acted 
under orders, and therefore would have 
to be protected by the brotherhood 
from whose cliiefs the orders had issued. The 

,elt Line officials represented that they, in 
turn, were obligated to protect the men 
whom they had employed to ftilthe places of 
the discharged brotherhood men, and that 
consequeitly a promise to reinstate the lat- 
ter could not be made. 

THE BROTHERHOOD ULTIMATUM. 

‘*Then the strike will have to goon,’’ was 
the reply of Chiefs Arthur and Sergeant. 
‘*The men are already out, and, in addition, 
from noon to-day all brotherhood engineers 
oi other roads will reiuse to deliver freight 
to or recétve freight from the Belt Line road 
until the strike ends.’’ 

This latter featuro of the strike then 
proved to be the one phase iikely to bring 
about the speedy termination of the trouble. 
The Brotherhood . of Locomotive En- 
gineers, under the rules of the 
Order, are compelled to adopt this 
course te ald the strike of other brotherhood 
men, and Grand Master Sargent issued the 
same instructions to the Brotherhood of Fire- 
men. Onthis one feature the conference was 
prolonged until 1:80 this afternoon, when 
Chiefs Arthur and Sargent withdrew to at- 
tend the meeting of the Brotherhood of En- 
gipneers and Firemen called in Kast 8t. Louis 
at 2o’clock, 

THE STRIKE ON. 

They left the officers of the Belt Line Rail- 
way with the controversy still unsettied, and 
at noon the strike went into effect. The 
brotherhood men being already out of the 
employe of the Belt Line, the strike was 
confined to the sympathizers among the 
non-brotherhood engineers and firemen, who 
went out under the offer of Chief Arthur 
and Grand Master Sargent to sustain them 
during the strike with the same support as 
was extended to the brotherhoo men. 
There were a number of these sympathizers, 
but the strike was inaugurated so guletly that 
its opening was barely noticeable, save fof 
the groups of men who, after quitting their 
Belt Line engine-cabs, gathered in small 
groups to discuss the prospects for the strike 
terminating in victory. 

At 2 o’clock the meeting of all brother- 
hood engineers and firemen on 
the East Side was held in Flannigan’s Hall 
and was addressed by Chief Arthur. It was 
largely attended, but Was quiet and 
orderly and strictly business from 
start to finish, The meeting was 
addressed by Chief Arthur, who reported the 
result of the last conference with the Belt 
Line people, and advised quiet and temper- 
ate behavior on tae part of the men during 
the progress of the strike. 

SPEEDY SETTLEMENT LIKELY. 

It is likely that the trouble may reacha 
speedy termination, owing to-day’s develop- 
ments. When Chieis Arthur and Sargent left 
the Belt Line conference this after- 
noon it was with an engagement 
for a second conference, to be held as soon as 

ossible after their return from East St. 

ouls. Shouldthe Belt Line officials at that 
meeting consent to reinstate the discharged 
brotherhood men the strike will be ordered 
offatonce. After the first conference closed, 
General Freight Agent Hodges said:g 

‘‘Nothing has been done yet, but what the 
second conierence may result in I cannot 
say. Arthur and Sargent are inclined tobe 
arbitrary, and while acknowledging that 
they were wrong in the first part of the con- 
troversy, they insist upon the re-instate-. 
ment of the discharged brotherhood men 
who acted under their instructions. The 
strike could seriously impair the service 
of the Belt Line road, inasmuch 
as it would cause the other roads 
to cease delivering or receiving Belt Line 
freight, and whatever concessions may be 
made by the Belt Line will beinthe interest 
of the public service. 1 d0 not Sey, however, 
that the discharged men wiil be reinstated. * 

The number of strikers who went out at 
noon from the Belt Line was thirty-six, being 
eighteen engineers and eighteen firemen, ali 
of whom attended the meeting 
held at Roeder’s Hall at 2 O’Clock, 
This number, with the six discharged 
brotherhood men, brings the Belt Line 
strikers up toa total of forty-two Men. -The 
brotherhood will insist upon the reinstate. 
ment of all these mén before the strike is de. 
clared off.

PROMISES MUCH. 
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School Board President Bartholdt Sets 
Forth His Platform. 


THE NEW EXECUTIVE TO CORRECT 


BUILDING COMMITTEE ABUSES. 


A Teachers Committee Free From Political 
and Religious Prejudices Guarantesd— 
An Impartial Investigation of the 
O’Connell Contest Also Promised—The 
German and Kindergarten Questions. 


Richard Bartholdt, who was last night 
selected as the new presiding officer of the 
School Board, has declared that he will give 
the city a genuine reform administration so 
farasit lies in his power. He was seen in 
his office this morning sufrounded by a 
group of friends who had called to congratu- 
late him upon his success. To all 
of them he said he would make it a point to 
acquit himself in such a manneras to leave 
no room for regret that he had been Selected. 
In reply to a question asked by a Post-Dis- 
PATCH representative be said that retrench- 
ment, reform and common sense would be 
important factors in his administration. ‘‘As 
Isaid in my address last evening,’’ he said, 
we want more schools for 
less money. The spirit shown and the lesson 
taught by the election for new directors will 
be my guiding star. These returnsI con- 
sider an emphatic vindication of my cotirse in 
the School Board since my election two years 
ago. The retrenchment and reform wiil apply 
particularly to the Building department on 
the ground that it is most needed there. 
The recommendations made by the Examin- 
ing Committee will receive emphatic atten- 
tion. Youcan say that my intentions are 
good. I may make some mistakes, but they 
will not be willfulones. Itis my desire and 
ambition to make a record that will please 
the people of all classes, and nothing will be 
left undone in that direction. I go in the 


office untrammeled by pledges, combinations 
andthe like. Iam freetoactasI think best 
for the school interests, and that is what I 
propose todo. This honorcame to me un- 
sought, and I made no promises further than 
to do my duty.’’ 

WILL PROCEED CAREFULLY. 

‘*How about the committees?’’ 
asked. 

‘It is too early to discuss 
that matter at this time. I have 
plenty of time before the next meeting to 
look carefully over the material in the board, 
and my effort will beto select the very best 
men for the most important committees. As 
I said before, no promises of chaifmanships 
or committee places have been made to any- 
body. My intention is to consult with the best 
men in the board, regardless of political 
affiliations before [doanythingelse. It makes 
no difference whether they voted for meor 
not; their judgment will be asked, and it will 
receive careful attention. 

THE O’CONNELL CASE. 

**What will be your course with reference 
to the O’Connell contest?’’ 

‘‘At present I have noofficial knowledge of 
any contest. When thé matter is properly 
brought before me I will appoint a 
special committee to carefully examine into 
the matter, as well as any other coptests 
that are presented. The committee will be 
composed of fair-minded and impartial mea, 
who will see that justice Is done all parties 
concerned. If the investigation shows that 
Mr. O’Connell Is elected by our vote, I shail 
be in favor of seating him, and if,on the con- 
trary, his defeat is established, by even one 
vote, I shall hope to see him unseated.’’ 

‘*‘What about the report that you will work 
forthe restoration of German as a course of 
study in the schools.’’ 

‘*There is notruthin any such report. On 
only one condition will I ever make sucha 
recommendation, and I have no hesitancy in 
statingit. If there is an election with this 
question as the main Issue and it triumphs at 
the polls, I will feelit my duty to consider 
it the will of the people. But no 
attempt can be made as lar as 
Il can see for the introduction of German to 
the place it formerly held in the course of 
study.’’ 

WILL ENCOURAGE KINDERGARTENS. 

‘*What as to the kindergarten system?’’

leave nothing undone to preserve its usefui- 
ness, by giving it every encouragement con- 
sistent with existing necessities and the con- 
dition of the Board’s funds. While I am talk- 
ing about my platform let me say something 
about the teachers. Ihave studied and ob- 
served the work of our teachers and I 
go into the President’s chair with the 
firm conviction that no city in 
the country has a more excellent 
corps Of teachers than we have herein 8&t.

A NEW CRIMINAL FIELD.

A writer in an English sporting paper talks: 
interestingly of the American turf in general 
and st. Blaise in particular. ‘‘I feel bound 
to take notice of the sensational sale of St. 
Blaise in America for $100,000, There is a gen- 
eral opinion in this country that St. Blaise 
was a very moderate horse indeedand ex- 
ceedingly fortunate to win the Derby. Most 
people will tell you that Gallard ought to 
to have won easily, and that certainly was 
my impression at the time, but calm consid- 
eration reminds me that Gallard was nota 
wonder. He barely got home for the 2,000, 
and itis unquestioned that Beau Brummel, 
when sound and well, was the better horse. 

‘*T happen to know also that St. Blaise was 
a better horse than Paradox, much though 
the believers in Mr. Broderick-Cloetes’ Two 
Thousand winner may be disposed to doubt 
it, and I think, therefore, it is not unfair to 
claim for St. Blaise an average position 
amongthe TPerby winners rather than the 
low one which he occupies in popular esti- 
mation. That he has been a stud success in 
America isa matter of turf history. But 
this by no means proves that he would have 
been a stud success here.
